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ILGA EAST-BLOC CONFERENCE SETS RECORD

Eighty delegates from 17 
countries set a new attendance 
record at the International Lesbian 
and Gay Association's Fifth 
Regional Conference for 
Eastern and Southeastern 
Europe, held in late April in 
Prague, Czechoslovakia. 

And Bulgaria made its 
first appearance at an ILGA 
gathering. "It was _ just 
amazing," said ILGA co- 
secretary general John Clark, 
speaking by telephone from 
Vienna. "These two 
Bulgarians walked in in black 
suits not knowing what to 
think and left the conference 
in jeans and smiles with a 
we're-gonna-do-it attitude. 
They're going to start a gay 
group in Sofia." 

Although the = gay 
movement has mushroomed 
in the former East Bloc in the 
past four years, there has 
been no activist contact with 
Bulgaria, Romania or 
Albania. Reports persist that 
a clandestine group exists at 
the University of Bucharest, 
but it has made no attempt to 
contact organizations in other 
countries. 

The Prague conference was 
officially opened by Czech 
Member of Parliament Klara 
Samkova and focused on _ the 
theme of gays, lesbians and the

national organization SOHO, or 
Union of Homosexual Citizens 
Organization, presented its glossy 
new magazine, SOHO Revue,

while members of Lambda 
Budapest displayed a resurrected 
and improved version of their 
previously defunct magazine, 
MASok. 


The Yugoslavians brought 


point, one of which, Warsaw Gay 
News, is published in English. 
"There was much talk centered 
around setting up exchanges of 
information between East and 
West," Clark said. "For the 
first time, here were people 
from the West and the former 
East really getting into a 
dialogue about the future of 
the gay and lesbian 
movement in the East. Not 
the Westerners saying, 'How 
can we help you?’ but 'How 
can we work together for the 
betterment of the movement 
and the media." 

Still, delegates knew they 
were in the former East Bloc: 
the conference was hampered 
by not having access to 
photocopiers and fax 
machines. 

Also making her first 
appearance at an ILGA 
gathering was Olga Zhuk, 
founder of _Leningrad’s 
Tchaikovsky Foundation for 
the Cultural Initiatives and 
Defense of Sexual Minorities. 
Zhuk's reputation preceded 
her, as she is likely the 
world's only lesbian activist 
ever formally accused of 
engaging in male anal sex. 

Leningrad police denounced 
Zhuk under Russian Republic 
Penal Code Article 121.1, the male 
sodomy law, when she attempted 
to register the Tchaikovsky 
Foundation with the City Council.

Immigration 
Allowed 


AUSTRALIA -- _ Immigration 
authorities created the category 
"relationships of emotional 
interdependency" last month to 
cover various gay and straight 
relationships that lack a legal 
familial link. 

Australia joins Denmark, 
Holland, Norway and New 
Zealand in allowing gay/lesbian 
domestic partners to immigrate. 

Gay activists hope to iron out a 
wrinkle in the policy that requires 
residency applications to be filed 
from outside the country. 

Australia informally permitted 
gay partners to immigrate from 
1985-89, when an overhaul of 
immigration regulations wiped the 
relevant mechanism from the law 
books. 


ACT UP 
Disrupts 
Legislature 


CANADA--ACT UP invaded the 
opening of the British Columbia 
legislature in March, throwing 
condoms, leaflets and _ pink 
triangles from a balcony onto the 
floor of the assembly. 

Former B.C. Premier Bill 
Vander Zalm "looked up with 
shock and horror," according to 
Angles. 

The protestors demanded 
funding for AIDS drugs, tests, 
treatments, research and 
education; and the establishment 
of an AIDS-research center. In 
a related event, ACT UP member 
John Kozachenko was arrested for 
public mischief after he flung 
himself onto the hood of Vander 
Zalm's limousine outside a TV 
studio. 


Most Would 
Marry 


CANADA--An April edition of 
the Xtra! magazine call-in poll 
found that 69% of 435 gay/lesbian 
callers would get married if it were 
legal. Nine percent wouldn't and 
22% weren't sure. Callers answer 
questions with their touch-tone 
phone after accessing Xtra!'s 
computer. 


Outrage Protests 


ENGLAND--Sixty members of 
the London direct-action group 
Outrage protested outside 
Canterbury Cathedral April 17 as 
the new Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Dr. George Carey, 
was enthroned inside. 


In response, Carey told 
journalists: "Personally, I am 
struggling with the issue [of 


homosexuality]. I haven't made up 
my mind. Biblical statements on 


- practicing homosexuality are very 


negative." 

Protestors blew whistles, 
chanted and carried signs reading: 
"Keep Your Bigotry Off My Body," 
"Stop Church Homophobia," and 
"Church Prejudice Stirs Up Anti- 
Gay Hate." 

Princess Diana and South 
African Archbishop Desmond 
Tutu both waved to the protestors. 

Activists later marched to 
nearby St. George's Tower, where 
they staged a mock whipping and 
burning of gay martyrs. 


10 000 March In 
Manchester 
ENGLAND--Up to 10,000 gays 


and lesbians marched through 
Manchester in April as_ the 


centerpiece of the city's Liberation 
'91 celebration. 

The loud = and _ colorful 
demonstration wound its way 
from Whitworth Park to Albert 
Square, the city center, where actor 
Michael Cashman _ (Eastenders) 
told ralliers: "I am not interested in 
what the church, religion or 
politicians think of us. We are 
individuals and our rights must be 
addressed now." 

Cashman _ playfully urged 
"those people who hate and 
abominate homosexuals to stop 
procreating." Otherwise, he said: 
"We will always be around. We are 
of the family." (Capital Gay) 


Adoption 
Possible 


ENGLAND--After months of 
pressure from gays, lesbians and 
others, the government has deleted 
recently added Paragraph 16 of the 
Department of Health regulations, 
which essentially banned gays and 
lesbians from being foster parents. 

In announcing the move, 
Minister Virginia Bottomley said: 
"The overriding consideration in 
decisions about fostering must be 
the welfare of children. Never 
should consideration about the 
best available option for the child 
be secondary to ideological 
preoccupations." 


Queer Census 


ENGLAND--The _ direct-action 
group Outrage urged gay/lesbian 
couples to check the box "living 
together as a couple" on the 
national census form, which was 
distributed in April.

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Moscow Gay Activist Runs for President

Soviet gay movement founder 
Roman Kalinin, 23, is running for 
president of the Russian Soviet 
Federated Socialist Republic, home 
to Moscow and Leningrad. 

At first it was a joke, but then 
the media discovered his 
candidacy and now he's _half- 
serious. 

If nothing else, it's a chance to 
speak publicly about safe sex, 
condoms and the need to repeal 
Article 121.1, the Republic's male- 
sodomy law, Kalinin said. 

The election is June 12. Also in 
the running are such 
heavyweights as __ Boris 
Yeltsin, head of the Russian 
Republic parliament, and 
former soviet Prime Minister 
Nikolai Ryzhkov. 

But Kalinin believes he 
has the superior platform. 
And it has caught the 
attention not only of the 
ever-serious Tass, the official 
Soviet news agency, which 
has devoted more column- 
inches to Kalinin than any 
other candidate, but also of foreign 


journalists, from Baltimore to 
Bangkok. 
In an interview with the 


Baltimore Sun, Kalinin laid out his 
solution to the Soviet Union's 
paralyzing economic crisis: "Sell 
the republic to foreign 
monopolies," he said. "We might as 
well -- Russian economists aren't 
having any luck, and who cares 
what language the executives 
speak if there's something in the 
stores?” 

On prices: "Cut the price of 
vodka 80 percent," Kalinin urged. 
"It's the only thing people have 
left." 

On the Cold War: "Disband the 
army. Nobody wants to attack us. I 
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don't think the United States wants 
to defeat us simply to spend 
billions of dollars fixing our ruined 
economy. Sell all our arms to 
Saddam Hussein -- then even 
Kuwait won't be afraid of him." 

There is one problem: the 
chairman of the Russian electoral 
commission has wrongly claimed 
that Kalinin's candidacy is not 
official because the Libertarian 
Party and the Moscow Gay and 
Lesbian Union, which nominated 
him, have not been formally 
registered. In fact, both 
organizations registered with the 
state last year. 


"Cut the price of 
vodka 80 percent," 


Kalinin urged. "It's 
the only thing people 


have left." 


But Kalinin is not worried. 
Russian law allows anyone who 
collects 100 000 signatures of 
support to run for office, and 
Kalinin devised a foolproof plan to 
obtain the names. 

"We're buying people's votes," 
he said. "Russian millionaires, who 
wish to remain anonymous, have 
donated 100 000 rubles to the 
cause. We_ are soliciting 
nominating postcards and_ the 
postcards will be entered into the 
lottery. Ten people will win 10 000 
rubles each. I think that will get 
people's attention." 

Could Kalinin win? "I don't 
know," says Soviet expert Julie 
Dorf, co-founder of the Moscow 
and San Francisco-based 
International Gay and _ Lesbian 


Human Rights Commission. 
"There is in fact, a willingness to 
listen to anyone who is anti- 
Communist. And people are 
desperate for humour right now in 
their pathetic situation. They're 
willing to overcome the radical 
ideas and the hompohobia in order 
to get a laugh. 

"But regardless of how many 
votes he gets," Dorf continued, 
"Roman's candidacy is invaluable 
from a public-relations 
perspective. It's just the thing to 
put the issue of gay rights in 
people's minds. This is near- 
perfect P.R. for the movement." 

Kalinin is the 
quintessential anti- 
Communist. "This society is 
infected with the virus of 
Communist ideology," he 
says, all joking aside. "That 
ideology killed millions of 


people and _— convinced 
millions more that the 
killings were necessary." 


In their latest attempt to 
get the Communists’ goat, 
Kalinin and fellow activists 
distributed 3 000 condoms 
during the recent May Day 
celebrations. Several were placed 
directly into the palms of the 
People's Deputies of the Russian 
Republic. 


At press time, there were sketchy 
and unconfirmed reports from 
Europe that Kalinin had been 
seriously gay-bashed and was 
hospitalized. The reports cited an 
article in a Communist youth 
magazine published in Moscow. 
Kalinin's home phone went 
unanswered, despite the fact that 
he has an answering machine. 
Other Moscow activists were 
unreachable; most attempted 
phone calls met with a circuits- 
busy recording. 
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couples because "people may 
object...and we have to go with 
what the majority wish." 

Activists also urged gays and 
lesbians to draw a new box on the 
form and label it ‘gay,’ ‘queer,’ 
‘lesbian,’ or ‘bisexual.’ The 
government said it would ignore 
that as well. 


Struggle Against 
AIDS 


FRANCE--ACT UP wanted the 
theme of this year's gay-pride 
celebrations to be "Struggle 
Against AIDS, Struggle Against 
Homophobia." But organizers are 
insisting on something "soft" and 
"neutral." Consensus has not yet 
been reached. 

Meanwhile, the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence joined ACT 
UP on Holy Friday for its weekly 
picket at the Ministry of Health. 
Carrying a giant rosary, which 
symbolized the 9,000 persons dead 
of AIDS in France, the sisters 
proclaimed their faith in life and 
joy and granted a_ "plenary 
indulgence" to all who fight in this 
spirit. 


"Lesbian" Now 
Official 


ICELAND--Icelandic state radio 
has relented and now allows the 
word "lesbian" to be broadcast. 
The word had been banned by 
"language consultants" because it 
is not Icelandic. 

The ban most probably did not 
flow from homophobia, as the 
island has a history of fierce 
resistance to foreign words in 
order to protect the purity of a 
language that is spoken by only 
250,000 people. 


Demonstrator 
Fined 
IRELAND--The Irish Family 


Planning Association has been 
fined $1,000 for selling condoms at 
a Dublin record store. Under law, 
condoms may be sold only in 
pharmacies to people over 18. 

ACT UP/Dublin and others 
protested the ruling. "Condoms 
should be available in pubs, clubs 
and outside working hours in 
places and at times when people 
are likely to have unplanned sex," 
said demonstrator Rachel Martin. 


Victory For 
Activists 


IRELAND--Four gay activists in 
Dublin who were held in jail over 
Christmas 1986 following a protest 
outside a local politician's house 
have been awarded $15,000 each 
and court costs in compensation 
for "malicious prosecution." 

The four argued that police 
kept them locked up over the 
holidays purely because they were 
homosexuals. 

The activists’ attorney called 
the ruling "a major victory for 
lesbians and gay men [and] a very 
important precedent." 

The politician targeted by the 
protest had said homosexuals 
should be gassed or shot to 
prevent the spread of AIDS.

United States Immigration Ban Revived

The Washington Post 
Reported May 25 that the Bush 
administration has scrapped its 
plan to repeal the immigration ban 
on HIV-positives. 

The change of heart reportedly 
followed complaints from 
conservatives and receipt of 40 000 
letters opposing the move. 

Under a bill signed into law by 
President Bush last November, 
Health and Human _ Services 
Secretary Louis Sullivan was 
granted the power to revise the list 
of diseases that must be stopped at 
U.S. borders. In January, Sullivan 
announced his plan to remove HIV 
from the list, effective June 1. 

But according to the Post, 
Sullivan's plan has been "shelved" 
and the government will either 
leave the law as it is or introduce a 
"compromise _ position...allowing 
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HIV-infected people to come to 
the United States under certain, 
limited circumstances." 

Since mid-1990, some 
categories of HIV-positive 
foreigners have been eligible for an 
"HIV waiver" that allows brief 
entry to the US. to attend 
conferences, receive medical 
treatment or visit family. 

Gay US. _ Representative 
Barney Frank, who led the HIV 
ban repeal effort, called the 
administration's change of heart 
"very distressing." But anti-gay 
leader US. Representative 
William Dannemeyer called the 
move "very encouraging.” 

"It is simply not in the interests 
of this nation to allow into this 
country as permanent immigrants 
people who have a non-curable 
disease," Dannemeyer said. 

The wording of Dannemeyer's 
comment and other indications 


suggest that the Immigration and 
Naturalization Services’ ultimate 
HIV policy might allow HIV- 
positive tourists and other short- 
term visitors entry to the USS. 
while banning those seeking 
residency. 

The estimated lifetime cost of 
caring for a person with AIDS in 
the U.S. is $75 000. 


AIDS activist groups 
denounced the administration's 
change of heart, calling it 
schizophrenic and_ inconsistent, 
since persons with other 
‘expensive’ diseases -- such as 
cancer, kidney failure and heart 
disease -- may enter the U.S. 
freely. 


The recent developments do 
not affect INS' repeal of the ban on 


gay and lesbian visitors and 
immigrants, who have _ been 
welcome in the US. since 


November 29, 1990.

Third Gay March on 
Washington Scheduled

The Third National March on 
Washington for lesbian and gay 
civil rights has been scheduled for 
April, 1993. 

More than 650 000 people 
attended the second march in 1987. 
The first march was in 1979. 

The decision to schedule the 
'93 march came at a May 12 
meeting of more than 100 
gay/lesbian politicos and activists 
in Washington, D.C. 

Among the participants were 
representatives of ACT UP, Black 
and White Men Together, The Gay 
and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation, the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund, Metropolitan 
Community Church, The Names 
Project, the National Coalition of 
Black Lesbians and Gays, the 
National Gay and Lesbian Law 
Association, the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, the National 
Minority AIDS Council, the 
National Organization for Women, 


Parents and Friends of Lesbians 
and Gays, Queer Nation, and 
representatives from local 
organizations in 22 States, from 
Florida to Alaska. 

During the meeting, delegates 
also endorsed two other upcoming 
marches: the Stonewall 25 
international march and festival in 
New York on June 26, 1994, and 
the October, 1992, march on 
Washington to celebrate the 500th 
anniversary of the survival of 


indigenous peoples (Native 
Americans). 
Stonewall 25 will 


commemorate the 1969 riots at the 
Stonewall Inn in Manhattan's 
Greenwich Village that are 
credited with sparking the modern 
American gay/lesbian liberation 
movement. 

Also scheduled in New York 
at the same time are Gay Games 
IV, the 15th World Conference of 
the International Lesbian and Gay 
Association, and scores of other 
cultural, spiritual, athletic and 
educational events.

Police Raid 
Mexican Bar 


MEXICO--Police raided Mexico 
City's Spartacus disco in February 
at gunpoint, beating patrons with 
billy clubs and shackles while 
guffawing, reports La Jornada. 

Patrons were crowded into 
paddy wagons and taken to a 
lockup known as The Pearl, where 
a commander informed them, 
"We're going to give you an AIDS 
test and if anyone is contagious, 
we'll put him in jail and maybe 
give him a life sentence for 
walking around making others 
sick." 

At one point the commander 
took the youngest boy away, 
saying, "You, come with me. I'm 
going to give you a little massage." 

According to La Jornada, the 
nightmare "ended as usual." "The 
police took our wallets, jackets and 
watches and set us free after 
several hours of beatings, fear and 
terror," said Margo, one of the 
victims. 


Furore Over 
Park-Sex 


NETHERLANDS --Gays, 
sex politicians 


anti— 
and pro-sex 
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politicians in Amsterdam are 
fighting it out over Oeverlanden 
Park, a outdoor cruising area 
frequented by 500 men daily. 

Some local officials want gays 
to stop having sex in the park, and 
have removed bushes and cruisy 
toilets (T-rooms). 

Slotervaart-Overtoomse Veid 
Sub-Council member Rien Van 
Hoeve is annoyed by "all this fag 
teasing" and says men having sex 
in the bushes doesn't hurt anyone. 

Recently, Van Hoeve 
negotiated the re-erection of one 
T-room (the Dutch call them 
"curls"). 

De Gay Krant says curls are 
important because they are one of 
the main places where men can 
meet boys. The age-of-consent in 
Holland is 12. 


Dutch Military 
Welcomes Gays 


NETHERLANDS--A new report 
from the Social Council for the 
Armed Forces concludes, "When 
the Department of Defense does 
not embrace gay men and lesbians, 
it shuts out talented and motivated 
soldiers and_ renders itself 
deficient." 

The conclusions are supported 
by Defense Minister Ter Beek, 
according to De Gay Krant. 

Gays and lesbians are welcome 
in the Dutch military, but 
prejudice still exists in the lower 
ranks, officials said. 


New Zealand 
Welcomes Gay 


Partners 


NEW ZEALAND -- The Immig- 
ration Department announced last 
month that citizens’ foreign 
gay/lesbian lovers are welcome to 
apply for residency. 

The New Zealander must 
write a letter supporting the 
partner's application and 
promising housing and financial 
support. The couple must prove 
the relationship is "genuine, stable, 
and of at least four years’ 
duration." 

If the relationship is less than 
four-years-old, the foreigner can 
obtain a work visa in_ the 
intervening time. No HIV test is 
required. 

New Zealand joins Australia, 
Denmark, Holland and Norway in 
allowing gay/lesbian partner 
immigration. 
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Elton John To Donate Profits 


From Hits To AIDS

Bisexual singer Elton John announced in 
mid-April that he will donate all United 
Kingdom royalties from his future "singles" to 
AIDS/HIV charities. Singles are album cuts that 
record companies choose for radio air play in 
hopes that they will become hits. 

John said he will uphold the agreement for 
the rest of his life. He made the announcement 
during a 45-minute visit to the gay- 
community-based Body Positive Centre in 
London's Earls Court. 

"It's a privilege to be here," John told centre 
staffers, before cutting a thank-you cake and 
singing his new single, Sacrifice, accompanying 
himself on a keyboard. 

In addition to Body Positive, record profits 
will fund London Lighthouse, the Terrence 
Higgins Trust and the Jefferiss research wing of 
St. Mary's hospital. All but the hospital wing 
were founded by the gay community. 

John's London press officer, Simon 
Prytherch, said the beneficiaries may change 
from year-to-year and some money has already 
been targeted on AIDS efforts in Romania, 
where thousands of children have been infected 
with HIV through unsterile hospital procedures. 

John decided to assist the fight against AIDS 
in this manner, Prytherch said, because "he was 
keen to help fundraise but was sick of doing 
large fundraising concerts." 

The singer has donated more than $650,000 
to AIDS organizations to date, Prytherch said. 

Britain's most visible AIDS activist, Simon 
Watney, said he was "astonished" by John's 
"very generous gift." 

"In England, as in most European countries 
and the United States, it's increasingly hard to 
raise money for AIDS organizations," Watney 
said. "It's obviously a very generous gift and it 
will doubtless be very well appreciated."

"Outing" 
Condemned 


NEW ZEALAND--The New 
Zealand AIDS Foundation has 
formally condemned "outing" 
except in the case of a "closeted 
homosexual or bisexual individual 
who sets about to attack the gay 
community publicly with a view to 
deflecting speculation about their 
own sexuality." 

"In such cases, NZAF will do 
nothing to discourage others from 
‘outing’ them, although it will not 
initiate any such action itself, nor 
will it encourage others to do so," 
the policy states. 


Age Of Consent 
Dropping 


SCOTLAND--The government 
announced moves in April that 
will have the effect of lowering the 


age-of-consent for gay-male sex 
from 21 to 16. 

Gay campaigners are not 
entirely happy with the news, 
since the change came in the form 
of enforcement guidelines (for the 
crimes of corruption, seduction 
and abuse of trust) that could be 
altered later if the current Lord 
Advocate, Lord Fraser, is replaced. 

John Hein, editor of Gay 
Scotland, urged that if the 
government is serious about the 
matter, it should repeal Section 80 
of the Criminal Justice Act, which 
criminalizes sex between men aged 


16-20, rather than simply 
notifying police to limit its 
enforcement. 


Meanwhile, a spokesman for 
the Crown Office said the new 
guidelines are designed in part to 
send a signal to police that they 
should cease staking out public 
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toilets where men sometimes have 
sex, and return to "mainstream 
policing." 


No More 
Discrimination 


SPAIN--The Ministry of Justice 
promised in late April that the new 


national Criminal Code will ban 
discrimination against gays and 
lesbians. 

The promise came in a 
meeting between ministry 
spokeswoman Beatriz Jimenez de 
Parga and representatives of the 
Gay and Lesbian Coordinator for 
the Spanish State [CGL], Spain's 
largest gay organization. 

During the meeting, CGL 
Secretary General Jordi Petit also

denounced the Ministry of the 
Interior for failure to destroy lists 
of gays that remain from Spain's 
pre-democratic days under 
General Francisco Franco, when 
gays were catalogued as a "social 
threat." 


Pride 
Celebrations In 
Soviet Union 


USSR--The Soviet Union's first 
gay/lesbian-pride _ celebrations 
this July and August in Leningrad 
and Moscow will include visits by 
the NAMES Project Quilt and film 
festivals staged by Frameline, 
which produces San Francisco's 
film fest. If the political situation 
allows, there will also be gay- 
pride parades in both cities. 

The centerpieces of the two 


weeks of events are major 
gay/lesbian symposiums in 
Leningrad and Moscow. 


‘Workshops will explore sodomy- 
law repeal, the creation of gay 
culture, lesbian and gay parenting, 


political strategies, and the 
treatment of gay prisoners. 

"The conference plans are 
incredibly exciting," said co- 


organizer Julie Dorf of the San 
Francisco-based International Gay 
and Lesbian Human _ Rights 
Commission. "Having just 
returned from three weeks of 
organizing in Moscow _ and 
Leningrad, I am totally inspired." 
Dorf is taking 40 North 
Americans to participate in the 
groundbreaking events, including 
this reporter. She is particularly 
pleased that openly gay Canadian 
Member of Parliament Svend 
Robinson will be making the trip. 
In the midst of the volatile 
political situation, Soviet co- 
organizers "are more than ever 
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awaiting our arrival and are 
confident our visit is important for 
the future or their movement," 
Dorf assured. 


United States 


Gay Rights In 
Connecticut 


HARTFORD,  CT--Connecticut 
became the fourth gay-rights state 
in May when Gov. Lowell 
Weicker "enthusiastically" signed 
legislation banning __ sexual- 
orientation—based discrimination 
in housing, employment, public 
accommodations and other areas. 
The measure passed the Senate 
21-14 and the House 81-65. 
Connecticut activists had 
lobbied for their rights since 1973. 
Observers believe the bill passed 
this year because the Catholic 
archdiocese did not fight it, a gay 


legislator made a personal plea for 
its passage, and Queer Nation 
staged zaps that snagged media 
attention. 

"It's a personal issue to me, yes 
it is," Rep. Joe Grabarz told his 
colleagues. "Please support this 
bill." 

Grabarz also said the children 
of some of his House colleagues 
had told him they were gay but 
were afraid to tell their parents.

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Activists Paint Sydney Red

In a protest against gay—bash 
murders, anonymous activists in 
Sydney, Australia threw red paint 
on the entrances to 11 major public 
and private buildings April 8. 

Among the buildings hit were 
the Catholic and Anglican 
cathedrals, the New South Wales 
Parliament, the state Department 
of School Education, the office of 
the minister of education, the Local 
Courts Complex, the City Tower 
Centre, TV Channel 10, the Church 
Mission Society and two 
newspapers. 

In a flyer, activists said the 
locations were chosen "for their 
outstanding contributions to

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homohatred, discrimination, and 
violence against gay men and 
lesbians." 

Police charged one man with 
"malicious damage" for the 
Parliament vandalism. Mark 
Bloch, a 33-year-old gay doctor, 
plead guilty April 22 and was 
ordered to pay $2,300 in clean-up 
costs. None of the other paint- 
bombers were caught. 

"Today we've painted the 
town red: the colour of our blood 
that's being spilt on the streets, the 
colour of our anger at the shit 
that's heaped on us by a society 
that says violence against gay men 
and lesbians is OK," the activists 
explained in their flyer. 


"Gay men and lesbians are 
denounced by. the church, 
discriminated against in the justice 
system, mocked in the media, and 
swept under the carpet by the 
education system. Is it any wonder 
young people decide it's OK to 
hunt and kill us for fun?" 

The flyer recounted last year's 
murder of 33-year-old Richard 
Johnson in a public toilet in 
Alexandria Park by eight teenaged 
males who found his telephone 
number on the toilet wall and 
invited him to the park for sex. 

"They kicked him so hard his 
jeans split open, his chest caved in 
and his liver ruptured," activists 
wrote. "An hour later they went 
back to the park where they had 
left him. He was semi-conscious, 
coughing up blood. They went 
away again and left him to die. 
These men believed this killing 
was OK because they man they 
killed was gay. 

"They believed this because 
violence against gay men and 
lesbians is openly encouraged by 
our society. This is not an isolated 
or unusual incident." 

On April 15, two of Johnson's 
murderers were sentenced to 18 
years in prison. Five of the men 
were found guilty of manslaughter 
and jailed for 3-1/2 to 10 years 
each. The eighth man _ was 
convicted of murder and remains 
to be sentenced. 

According to Sydney's Gay 
and Lesbian Rights Lobby, local 
youth gangs committed at least six 
gay-related murders in 1990.

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Act Up Member Disrupts Conference

ACT UP member Michael Petrelis zapped the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund Leadership Conference (HRCF) May 
5 in Rosslyn, Va., charging that suit-and-tie activists in 
Washington do not communicate with direct-action 
activists. 

The conference brought together HRCF's board of 
directors, biggest donors and major volunteers--about 150 
people--for a long weekend of meetings and congressional 
lobbying. 

Petrelis, quoting from the Toronto "queer" "fanzine" 
Bimbox, blasted the conferees as "misogynist capitalist swine 
clones and half-baked numbskull granola feminists" who 
are "directly responsible for segregated bars, sexism, racism, 
classism, separatism, mass complacency and a complex 
network of selfish, over-educated, self-appointed rich 
people overseeing a vast fake-democratic lesbian and gay 
multi-national bureaucracy that dictates how we think, 
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dress, act and fuck." 

"This leadership conference is secret, the community is 
not invited," Petrelis later told reporters. "It's an opportunity 
for them to massage their egos and massage each other's 
assholes. When I get my Uzi, I'm not going after Helms and 
Dannemeyer. I'm going after everyone in that room. 

"It's not that I want the Campaign Fund throwing 


‘Molotov cocktails in the streets," Petrelis continued. "They'd 


probably burn themselves. But if they're going to be the 
good cop and we [ACT UPers] are going to be the bad cop, 
then, goddamnit, we've got to coordinate strategies." 

Bimbox has declared itself "at war against lesbians and 
gays"--as opposed to "queers"--and promised "to 
exclusively concentrate on the absolute destruction of 
lesbian and gay culture. We will not tolerate their obsolete 
thought-processes," the magazine declared. "We will not 
tolerate their voluntary assimilation into heterosexual 
culture.... We will not tolerate their warped, shallow, twisted 
concept of feminism."

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New Survey Finds Americans Very Pro-gay

A new survey commissioned 
by the Human Rights Campaign 
Fund, America's largest gay-rights 
organization, has found that 
Americans overwhelmingly 
support equal rights for gays and 
lesbians. The poll, conducted by 
New York's Penn & Schoen 
Associates, questioned 800 
randomly selected Americans and 
has an error margin of 3-1/2 
percent. 

Perhaps the most unexpected 
finding was that 81% of Americans 
oppose the military's policy of 


discharging all soldiers discovered _ 


to be gay or lesbian. In addition, 
65% oppose the Defense 
Department's ban on accepting 
open gays and lesbians into the 
service in the first place. 

Further, among the 14% of 
Americans who approve of the 
Pentagon's discharge of gay 
soldiers, 20% of them would make 
an exception for soldiers returning 
from the Persian Gulf. 

A second major finding of the 
survey was that 80% of Americans 
believe "homosexuals should have 
equal rights for jobs." This is up 
from 56% in 1977 and 71% in 1989, 
when similar questions were asked 
by Gallup pollsters. 

Opposition to job 
discrimination was highest among 


people 25-34, those who make 
more than $75,000 a year, those 
living in the Northeast and West, 
those who are single or divorced, 
and women, parents, blacks, Jews, 
Democrats, political independents, 


liberals, college graduates, and 


people with no religious affiliation. 

But at least 60% of all 
groupings of respondents opposed 
firing gay people, and_ the 
opposition only fell below 70% 
among those who dropped out of 
high school or labeled themselves 
"conservatives." 

Opposition to military 
discharges of homosexuals was 
highest among people ages 25-49, 
those who make more than $40,000 
a year, those living in the 
Northeast or the West, those who 
are married or divorced, and 
women, blacks, Jews, Democrats, 
liberals, college graduates, and 
people with no religious affiliation. 

The weak support for the 
Pentagon's policy 
reached 31% among people over 
65 and those affiliated with non- 
Christian/ non-Jewish religions. 

HRCF executive director Tim 
McFeeley called the military- 
related findings "major" proof that 
"Americans are fair people who 
believe that individuals should be 
judged on their abilities and not 
face discharge because of an 


anti-gay 


irrational prejudice." 


McFeeley called upon 
President George Bush to issue an 
executive order rescinding Defense 


Department Directive 1332.14, 
which deems homosexuality 
"incompatible with military 
service." 


"Just as President Truman 
ended 
Americans in the military by 
executive order, President Bush 
could bring the witch hunts to an 
end through a stroke of his pen," 
McFeeley said. "I have heard 
President Bush speak eloquently 
against discrimination in our 
country. As Commander-in Chief 
he can lessen it by directing the 


segregation of African 


Pentagon to allow lesbian and gay 
Americans the right to serve." 


Commenting on the findings 
on job discrimination, McFeeley 
stated: "As more and more lesbian 
and gay Americans emerge from 
their closets, more Americans are 
discovering that people they love 
and care for are lesbian and gay. 


"The American public is saying 
in ever-increasing numbers that 
discrimination against lesbians and 
gays in our country should be a 
thing of the past. We are a part of 
the American mainstream and the 
American people recognize it and 
support it."

The need to write is 
often what leads an author 
to confront the bare white 
page (or these days, that 
blank green screen) and begin the arduous task of 
setting down his story. 

Boys Like Us tells the story of Zero McNoo, a 
transplanted Arkansan living in Toronto, working at a 
magazine publishing firm and hating it, and trying to 
deal with a former-boyfriend-now-best-friend who 
has AIDS, and who refuses to accept that there is 
anything better to do than watch reruns of Marlo 
Thomas in That Girl and bitch at anyone who tries to 
make his life a little easier. 

Zero has recently separated from David, his lover 
of eight years, with whom he is trying to establish a 
mature post-romance friendship while trying to work 
through his ambivalence toward Clay, his new live-in 
lover. 

Surrounding this already loaded situation is a 
collection of eccentric friends and family: Searcy, an 
overweight drag queen, blessed with some of the best 
lines of dialogue in the book; and a hot little Post- 
Clone-cum-drag queen named Jesus Las Vegas who 
proceeds to screw -- literally and figuratively -- ever 
man he meets. 

The madness escalates when Zero has to return to 
his home town for his mother's marriage and deal 
with what is described in the liner notes as his 
"Southern Gothic Circus" of a family, as well as a host 
of Southern small town gay men he manages to find. 

Did McGhee have a need to write Boys Like Us? 
There are no great truths revealed here, except that we 
are all human. 


There is some great dialogue, but sometimes it is a 
tad too clever and seems to operate on the same gut 
level the characters in Thirtysomething always seems 
to communicate at. Who talks like this? Not my circle 
of friends, at least not all the time; not over breakfast, 
and certainly not just after sex. Yet I like the 
characters, and the inside look at a gay male 
friendship group rings true. We may not all have 
families and friends like these, but the interactions 
sure seem familiar, at least based on what we see in 
other gay men's friendship groups. 

The protagonist, Zero, is a lovable and sexy 
neurotic. If there is any truth revealed here, it would 
be that all of us struggle with who we are and where 
we fit into the world. We all struggle with the concept 
of learning to identify ourselves, not through the 
perceptions and expectations of lovers, family, or 
friends, but rather through a realization that we are 
unique and that it can be only us who decides who we 
are and what to do with that. 

In the end, it is ourselves we will always have. As 
Zero puts it, we lose people. Sometimes they come 
back; sometimes they don't. If we lose ourselves in 
other people, that is the real tragedy. 

This is an easy story to relate to, as most of us -- 
certainly those of us who have reached a "certain age", 
-— have been in the position of caring for a dear friend 
and having to put up with the mood swings, the 
bitching and the almost little-boy-like refusals to do 
even the simplest of tasks. Just as we start thinking our 
efforts are futile, he will overwhelm us with a touch, a 
look or a soft smile that tells us he appreciates us and 
adores us as much as we do him. 

We realize he must deal with his illness in his own 
way and not in ways we may think to be appropriate. 

Most of us have tried to fit former lovers into our 
present lives in some fashion and have battled with 
the conflicting emotions that this can often engender. 
We all have had friends whose loves read like a script 
from a daytime drama without the commercial breaks. 
In short, Boys Like Us reflects much that is a part of 
each of us and allows us to chuckle at the whole 
situation. We all have that need. 
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Classifieds Can Be Way of the '90s 


Placing a personal ad in an 
attempt to meet someone special 
certainly seems to bring a lot of 
different reactions from many 
people. 

One of the first is: "Oh, I 
couldn't do that," and you know 
right away they're thinking "What 
would people think of me?" Or 
you hear: "I'd never do that, only 
sick people or losers do that sort of 
thing." 

And then there are the people 
who think you're suggesting an ad 
like the ones in a trash-tabloid. 

But the truth is, most people 
who won't reach out by either 
placing an ad or answering one, 
are choosing to cut themselves off 
from a respectable alternative to 
meeting people in the '90s. 

And not only is it respectable, 
but by corresponding first and 
possibly sharing pictures, you can 
make the decision either to meet or 
not to meet. 


This column is the first of a 
two-part series on how to write a 
personal ad and how to answer 
one. The following suggestions are 
not rules etched in stone, they are 
merely suggestions for you to take 


and enhance with your 
personality. 
As always, when _ trying 


something new, whether you've 
never actually done it before, or if 
you're trying a new angle, there is 
that awful fear barrier to break 
through. So take heart, try 
something new, and maybe find 
someone to share special moments 
and times. 

Only you can decide how long 
or how detailed you want your ad 
to be but a general rule of thumb is 
about 50 to 75 words. Every word 
must count. 


So begin with the first word 
and make it punchy, grab the 
attention of the people you want to 
attract. For example, athletic, 
dynamic, romantic or bookworm. 
Then, when describing your 
personality and . interests, be 
specific. Name books or songs you 
like; rather than writing "likes 
sports," try "beginning skier" or 
"hockey addict". Instead of saying 
you like dining out, you might 
write something about sharing the 
pleasure of "Linguini at Da Guido" 
or "Chinese with chopsticks". This 
way, your imagination and 
personality shine through. 

Be very clear about non- 
negotiables and ask specifically for 
them. For instance "non-smokers 
only", or "slim" (if you really aren't 
attracted to overweight people) or 
"Christian replies answered" (if 
religion is a keystone of a 
relationship). 

Negativity can turn people off 
quicker than anything else so 
avoid listing what you don't want. 
Jokes can make people smile, but 
they may not want to respond to 
your ad. An example of this is 
"Grouchy, middle-aged couch 
potato seeks female equal." Think 
about the words you're choosing; 
are they vague, general or 
subjective? Words like attractive, 
caring and sharing. What do they 
really mean to you and the person 
reading your ad? Try to find an 
original approach, something that 
reflects the beauty of yourself. 

There is nothing more 
disappointing than replying to an 
ad and finding out the person is 
not the tall, dark and handsome 
person he said he was -- so be 
truthful. 

You really do not need to 
exaggerate about yourself; you 
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will be attractive to someone 
exactly the way you are, so don't 
waste your time or someone else's 
by presenting yourself in an 
unrealistic light. 

Another thing you don't need 
to do is impress someone with 
your wealth or success. You're 
looking for someone to play with, 
to share special moments with and 
create new memories. Tell them 
about you, not your possessions. 

When you place your ad, 
consider how long you want it to 
run. Think about the number of 
times and the number of people 
you might reach. You know if you 
run it for seven issues, your 
chances are better at reaching the 
reader who might possibly be 


looking for someone just like you. 


Naturally you'll get more 
replies the longer you publish, so 
be prepared to send notes of thank 
you even to the ones you know 
you are not interested in. 

Take heart, pick up your pen 
and write about what you are and 
What you want. It may take a few 
tries to get it condensed into short, 
snappy phrases, but put in the 
effort and you will be very 
surprised at your responses. 


Next month we will discuss 
how to respond to a personal ad. 
Remember, it's a modern, 
acceptable way to meet people, not 
an immoral or unethical way to go 
about it -- although my 
grandmother would probably still 
think so.

A GAY AND LESBIAN GUIDE TO PRIDE WEEK 


Lesbian and gay pride day traces its roots to the Stonewall riots of 1969. New York City cops who routinely 
raided Christopher Street's many gay bars were once again on the move. This time, however, they were faced 
with something a little out of the ordinary at the Stonewall Inn. Lesbians and gays, particularly the drag queens, 
began to fight back. Stones, cans, and bottles were thrown at the police. Cries for gay power echoed through the 
streets and riots ensued. No longer was the gay community going to take this constant abuse. In the weeks and 
months that followed, a new attitude of gay pride emerged from the anger. 

This marked the beginnings of our gay liberation movement. We celebrate the anniversary of our 
community's first efforts in the struggle for gay rights. 

This year's Gay Pride Week has expanded in a big way. Calgary's celebration will include a long awaited gay 
pride parade, as well as the introduction of the Speak Sebastian Gay and Lesbian Awards. 

Edmonton's Pride Week includes an outdoor concert at the Legislature Grounds Ampitheatre, a Bike-A- 
Thon, picnic and the June 22nd Pride Week Dance. 

There are a great many other events throughout the week which we encourage you to take part in and most 
of all to enjoy and celebrate. 

The following supplement will provide you with a complete listing of the weeks events as well as brief 
histories and a little background information on some of the organizations involved. 
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The Parade Begins With a Rally 
Sunday June 16th, 6 pm sharp — Municipal Plaza 800 McLeod Trail South 


The Gay and Lesbian Pride Parade is the first such parade to take place during Calgary's annual Pride 
Week - it is hoped to be the beginning of a long tradition. Over 400 people are expected to attend the rally and 
parade. 

According to Calgary Lesbian and Gay Political Action Guild's (CLAGPAG's) Nancy Miller, masks will be 
available. "We recognize that some people are afraid to come out to a public parade, so we are going to be 
making masks available so people will feel more secure in participating." 

Gay Member of Parliament Svend Robinson, as well as local representatives from the community, will 
address the crowd at Municipal Plaza. Entertainment will also be provided by local musician Peggy Ward, The 
Rocky Mountain Singers and Toronto blues artist Faith Nolan. ; 

Participants will then march to the Harry Hays building to "confront Mulroney" over the conservative 
government's shameful disregard for the rights of gays, lesbians and bisexuals. 

The rally and march will be followed by an 8 pm concert with Faith Nolan, Peggy Ward and further 
commentary from Svend Robinson at the SAIT Orpheus theatre.

Riots That Would Change A Nation 


Calgary was a city of 369 000 
people in the summer of 1969. The 
Stonewall Riots in New York City's 
Greenwich Village that summer 
were never reported to Calgary's 
general public, instead, the 
Calgary Herald played blissfully 
ignorant to the events which 
would inevitably change the 
nation in the decades to come. 

In the weeks preceding the 
now famous June 27 raid on the 
Stonewall Inn, the New York City 
Police had been raiding the city's 
estimated 50 gay establishments at 
a feverish pace. Just days before, a 
raid on a nearby after hours club, 
The Snake Pit, resulted in the 
arrests of 176 men. 

And, when the police went to 
raid the Stonewall, a popular 
Christopher Street club, they 
expected it would be no different 
from any of the others. 

As they planned, they entered 
the club midnight and 
trapped an unknown number of

form outside. At first, the crowd 
was calm, cheering when favorites 
were released, and mostly waiting 
to see what would happen. But 
when a paddy wagon arrived, and 
the club's staff and three drag 
queens were loaded inside (it was 
a crime for a man to masquerade 
as a woman), the mood of the 
crowd quickly changed. 

"Pigs and faggot cops!" the 
shouts rang out, and bottles began 
to fly at the policemen standing 
around the Stonewall's front door. 
The police quickly retreated inside, 
where they bolted the doors, and 
called for the riot squads. The 
Stonewall's windows 
immediately smashed by the 
bricks and beer bottles thrown by 
the crowd, and the doors began to 
give as the now hostile crowd tried 
to force their way in. The police, in 
a last brave attempt, tried to scare 
the crowd away from the door, but 
were forced to retreat back inside, 
dragging one of the protestors 
along with them by his hair.

It was reported that this man 
was beaten by the police, and 
eventually handcuffed as _ he 
neared unconsciousness. 


As the doors began to break in, 
the police readied their pistols, 
preparing to "Shoot the first 
motherfucker that comes through 
the door." 

Had the riot continued on past 
this point, more than a few deaths 
would probably have resulted; as 
such, it was fortunate that at this 
time lighter fluid was poured 
through the doors and set aflame. 
The whoosh of the flames was 
overwhelmed by the approaching 
sirens. The riot was over, lasting 
only 45 minutes into the warm 
summer night. 


The next night, a Saturday, the 
Stonewall reopened for business as 
usual, depite the complete 
destruction of everything inside by 
the entrapped police. The violence 
from the night before was carried 
on in the streets, with groups of 
gay protestors fighting police 
dressed in riot gear and armed 
with clubs. 

The events of that night went 
on until well after three am. It was 
a showing of gay power and of 
gay liberation.

A great new attraction to this year's Pride Week 
celebrations is the addition of the Speak Sebastian Gay 
and Lesbian Awards. Ten Awards will be presented to 
individuals and organizations for various outstanding 
contributions to Calgary's gay community. Recipients 
of these awards are nominated and then chosen by a 
confidential selection committee appointed by Speak 
Sebastian. 

For those of you unfamiliar with the Speak 
Sebastian radio program, a little background tells of a 
great success story. Over a year ago the idea for a gay 
and lesbian radio show was still in the discussion 
stage. Niall O'Rourke talked about it with others and 
eventually Carrie Clark, a CJSW program director 
agreed that it was indeed time for a show of this 
nature in Calgary. 

The program name, Speak Sebastian, as well as its 
logo, are directly tied to gay history. St. Sebastian is 
the unofficial patron saint of gays. He was murdered 
for coming out as a homosexual within the church. 

The logo consists of a very non-sexual graphic of an 
androgynous person in combination with both a pink 
triangle and a black triangle (the symbols given by the 
Nazis to gays and lesbians during WW II). These were 
chose very specifically for the design with the 
intention of keeping an equal voice for both men and 
womyn within the community. 

In a very short time, Speak Sebastian has become a 
household word within the gay community and even 
many in the straight world began to take notice. 
According to co-host Michelle Sharp, popularity is 
growing steadily. 

"We've got a lot of regular listeners, and even 
some die-hard heteros tune in, although it's not 
always necessarily on purpose." 

Speak Sebastian airs every Wednesday and 
consists of a monthly line-up of news, interviews and 


music. As well, there are two panel shows - one for 
womyn and one for men, both of which are made up 
of three people - all from different backgrounds 
and/or different age groups. The success of the panel 
shows stems from the diversity of the panel and the 
fact that conversations often begin quite 
spontaneously. Sometimes serious, but often hilarious, 
the program allows for a variety of opinions on a 
variety of subjects. 

One of the few problems they face in doing radio 
is the fact that many people are still very closeted. This 
makes finding local interviews and stories very 
difficult and sometimes even pointless. 

"Understandably so, people are afraid to publicly 
speak of their sexual orientation," said Sharp. "I'm not 
saying we should force people out of the closet, 
because it can be really scary. It really has a lot to do 
with self-acceptance before social acceptance even 
becomes a factor. Plus, social acceptance is something 
we never stop working towards. Still, it can be very 
frustrating." 

According to Michelle Sharp, the idea for a gay 
awards show has been in the planning stages for quite 
some time. 

"Calgary is definitely ready! So many people put 
their valuable time and energy into the community - 
they really need to be recognized for their 
contributions and accomplishments." 

Speak Sebastian needs volunteers to sell tickets to 
the Awards Show; for more information call 229-0747 
or 277-7122. The radio program itself is also in need of 
volunteers, especially those with organizational skills 
and new ideas. 


Speak Sebastian will air evenings from 6 to 6:30 pm 
on Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and Friday during 
pride week. Tune in as Speak Sebastian talks with 
other gay communities in Canada about Pride Week 
events going on from coast to coast. 

Wednesday, Speak Sebastian will air at its regular 
time, 9 pm on CJSW 91 FM.

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The Groups That Bring You Pride Week

Alpine 
Frontrunners 


The evolution of gay and 
lesbian running clubs in North 
America using the name 
"Frontrunners" is difficult to track, 
but it is generally agreed upon that 
the first Frontrunners club was 
formed in San Francisco in 1974, 
then called the "Lavender U 
Joggers". By the late 1970's, clubs 
were forming in a number of 
urban centers across Canada and 
the U.S. 

The Alpine Frontrunners Club 
was the third Canadian club to join 
the International Frontrunners 
movement. The Calgary Club was 
founded in September of 1990 to 
promote running and walking 
within local lesbian and gay 
communities. 


CLAGPAG 


In the autumn of 1988, a small 
group of lesbian and gay activists 
decided to combine the energies of 
individual activists in order to 


supply a structure in which 
lesbians, gays and _ bisexual 
political work could be 


accomplished. Dr. Ruth Simkin, a 
lesbian feminist, and John Steen, a 
Liberal Party organizer, were the 
two original catalysts in the 
formation of the group. 

The impetus behind the 
formation of CLAGPAG was a 
response to the Delta Bow Valley 
Inn's refusal to rent banquet space 
for Project Pride's gala dinner, to 
feature Member of Parliament 
Svend Robinson as the keynote 
speaker. The end result was a 
flurry of media attention 


surrounding Delta Bow Valley's 
refusal to host the dinner, with the 
Palliser Hotel then offering space 
for it. Shortly thereafter, a letter of 
apology was received from the 
Delta's head office in Toronto. 
CLAGPAG was born. 

Their focus was to be a 
collective of lesbian and gay 
activists working to centralize 
attention on the discrimination 
faced by the gay community, and 
to get sexual orientation included 
as prohibited ground for 
discrimination in the Alberta 
Individual Rights Protection Act. 
They soon began to act as a 
political voice for our community, 
to speak on behalf of individuals 
who encountered any form of 
discrimination on the basis of 
sexual/affectional orientation, and 
to speak as a voice on a variety of 
issues affecting the lesbian, gay 
and bisexual communities. 

CLAGPAG has been 
instrumental in organizing this 
year's pride festival, arranging the 
rally and parade, as well as the 
Peggy Ward/ Faith Nolan concert. 


P-FLAG 


The first P-FLAG (Parents and 
Friends of Lesbians And Gays) 
group was established in 1973 in 
New York City. 

Shortly thereafter, groups of 
parents and family members 
formed in other parts of the 
country. Today there are over 200 
chapters and contacts in the U.S.; 
groups also exist in Canada and 
six other countries. P-FLAG 
assists parents and friends of gays, 
lesbians and bisexuals; as well, 
they assist physicians, religious 
leaders, teachers, counsellors and 


anyone else who is involved in the 
education of sexual orientation 
and human development. 

Each group is a_ local 
organization whose primary 
objectives are to help families and 
their gay and lesbian members to 
love and understand one another, 
and to offer mutual support 
wherever needed. 

The Calgary chapter was 
initally formed one year ago, 
although it did not receive its 
charter and logo until this spring. 


Project Pride 
Calgary 


Project Pride is an umbrella group 
made up of representitives from 
most of Calgary's gay and lesbian 
organizations. It began in May 
1987 in order to act as a liaison 
between Calgary and Vancouver's 
Gay Games III organizing 
committee With Gay Games III 
now a thing of the past, they are 
looking toward New York City in 
'94. 

Connection '88 was the first 
event to involve Calgary's existing 
gay and lesbian organizations. 
Their mandate at that time was to 
organize a Gay Pride Week each 
June. 

Project Pride is responsible for 
the organization of the Connection 
events and the community dances 
during Pride Week. 

Project Pride exists to promote 
awareness and pride among gays 
and lesbians by encouraging the 
resources of the gay and lesbian 
organizations and _ supportive 
individuals interested in 
participating in Gay Pride Week.

Some of the films featured are: Movie of the Week, Imagined Self, We're Talking Vulva and 
Laws and Skin.

June 20 and 21, Edmonton's Princess Theatre is showing Paris Is Burning, a documentary 
about New York City gay black and Latino men.

Homophobia In The Gay And Lesbian Community

Homophobia in whose community? Isn't that 
homophobia stuff the reason behind gay-bashing and 
the general hatred of us and our lifestyle? Well, yeah, 
that's one part of it, but there's more and I've come to 
find that it's much closer to home than most people 
realize. 

As a lesbian I have struggled long and hard to 
reach a point of contentment, peace and love about 
who and what I am. 

You know what I mean -- that never ending 
search for the elusive happy ever after. I used to think 
if I had the "right" job, made lots of money, had the 
"right" relationship and if my family could finally get 
their shit together and accept me for who I am, all 
would be well. 

But "well" it wasn't, and slowly I began to wonder 
if there was a little more to this happiness thing. 

Maybe there was something about what I was 
doing/thinking/feeling that contributed to my 
ongoing, deep-down feeling that I didn't quite 
measure up. Maybe the 'world’ (my family, my boss, 
my neighbors) wasn't accepting my sexuality because, 
if the truth were known, I really didn't either. 

I mean, how did I think I could be immune to the 
barrage of negative messages from everywhere about 
my lifestyle -- which really meant me and who I 
choose to love. 

If I really get honest about it, I had many feelings 
which reinforced that negative stereotype. How could 
I expect to maintain a long-term relationship when in 
so many subtle ways I put it down. Like all those 
times I pulled my hand away from hers, scared that 
someone might see and think, we were sick, abnormal, 
or homosexuals. So what did that say to my lover? 
That I was ashamed of our love? What we shared was 
great, as long as no one knew about it? Worse yet, 
what was I saying to myself? 

There is no question that homophobia is alive and 
well outside our community. There is also little doubt 


we need to struggle against and attempt to change the 
negative view the world seems to hold about our 
lifestyle. But maybe part of that struggle must first 
begin at home. 

I have this fantasy where hundreds and thousands 
of gay men and lesbians work hard to uncover and 
confront their own homophobia -- the result being 
happy, healthy and confident people who could go 
forth into the world and share a strong self-image. 

That fantasy is not beyond our reach. 

I have found that as I become more honest about 
my homophobia, sharing it with those close to me, I 
am strengthened. I can cry about it, be angry, and 
laugh about it, leaving it behind and not buried deep 
inside me to fester like poison. I also find I no longer 
approach coming out with aggressive bravado and/or 
well rehearsed rationalizations about why I can't share 
my life with yet another person. 

So having read this far are you still wondering 
how homophobia is part of you? 

What's important is that you do wonder about it; 
that's the first step. Then you can start being really 
honest about all those feelings you may have believed 
we lesbians and gay men aren't supposed to have. 
Maybe you think it means you're not really gay, and 
one day you'll snap out of it. 

I don't believe that day will come. We deserve to 
live our lives with respect and dignity. 

We deserve to be happy with who we are. 


We are not immune to the messages the "world" 
sends us, but we are strong, intelligent and creative 
people. I believe that being open about our 
homophobia and sharing together to find ways of 
managing it will only strengthen us, individually and 
as a community. 


Let's celebrate ourselves during Pride Week and 
share the respect and dignity that will come from it. W

"So, are you gonna take it 
away from me?" he asked as I 
stood up to leave. He sat on his bed rolling the 
magazine nervously between his hands. 

"Nah, I'll let you make up your own mind on this 
one," I said. "But I gotta make you promise me one 
thing...you make sure your little sister doesn't get a 
hold of that!" 

By allowing him to make the final decision, I 
hoped that I had been able to refrain from imposing 
my own views of morality onto him. After all, my 
thoughts and feelings are based on my own 
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upbringing and the standards I developed as a result 
of both family and societal influences that were 
prevalent during a particular time period, and that 
certainly doesn't mean that my way of thinking is the 
only way to think. Ultimately, he has to form his own 
standards and views on these issues. Hopefully, our 
discussion would give him just a little more to think 
about. And whatever his final choice, it was important 
that he be comfortable with it. 

Did I accomplish that objective? I don't know. He 
didn't hang the picture and | haven't seen the "girlie" 
magazine since. And he is searching for a swimsuit 
issue, Or maybe a calendar girl, for above his bed. And 
although our definition of art is still a bit hazy, a 
pretty woman in a bathing suit is indeed pleasant to 
the eye, so at least we're in agreement on that one. 

We had one other little confrontation recently. My 
son informed me that he and 
a friend had a cigarette and 
the two of them were 
expecting that I would allow 
them to smoke it in the 
house. I had told him many 
times that if he was ever 
tempted to experiment with 
drugs, booze, etc. that I 
hoped he would feel 
comfortable enough, and 
respected enough, that he 
could come and talk it over 
with me first. I also told him 
that if he ever wanted to 
smoke, I would rather he do 
it at home than sneaking out to the typical teen-age 
hangouts where he was liable to get involved in 
something much "heavier" than smoking. 

I was pleased that he felt he could confess so 
openly that he and his friend were experimenting with 
cigarettes, but I didn't want our home to become the 
neighbourhood haunt for kids who were doing things 
they weren't allowed to do at home. And I made that 
stand perfectly clear. 

I have confidence that my son basically has a good 
head on his shoulders. He has used good judgement 
on other occasions when he was wavering from the 
effects of peer pressure, and made me proud by 
coming out on top. That would seem to indicate that 
he is worthy of the trust I place in him, even though 
there has been and will continue to be times we 


strongly disagree.

I was very concerned when my son started junior 
high. I worried about peer pressure and getting in 
with the wrong crowd, drinking and drugs, etc., but I 
think most children today are very aware of the 
consequences of their actions. That is partly a result of 
the excellent programs offered through school and 
community efforts. 

I hit adolescence in the midst of the hippie era 
when drugs and "free love" were supposedly the only 
way to go. I don't recall that we ever received any 
information on such issues as birth control, sexually 


. transmitted diseases, drinking and driving, or even 


touched on the effects of the drug scene: solvent 
sniffing, marijuana and _ hashish, narcotics, 
hallucinogens and sedatives and stimulants. And the 
stuff flowed freely in the schools. In fact, it was 
commonplace in the high school I attended to see a 
friend or classmate go off the 
deep end as a result of drug 
use and end up in the 
hospital. We never really 
gave it much _ thought, 
though. It just happened and 
we accepted it. 

In listening to both my 
children, they obviously have 
a very clear understanding of 
the detrimental effects that 
cigarette smoking has on 
one's health. They are very 
well-educated about drug 
use and its consequences. 
They have also been fairly 
well street—-proofed; they understand in theory how to 
deal with many difficult situations, and how and 
where to find help if they need it. They frequently 
come to me with "what if" scenarios, and questions 
about their bodies, and about sex and birth control. 

So, despite the fact that there are still very real 
dangers out there, I am relieved to see that they are at 
least better prepared to deal with those dangers than 
we ever were. 


I feel that I am extremely fortunate that my 
children talk to me. We've certainly had our struggles 
and our disagreements, but I think just simply 
listening to our kids is one way we can make the trials 
and tribulations of adolescence a little easier, both for 
ourselves and for them. HAPPY PARENTING --

One of the reasons it's taken 
me so long to approach womyn's 
issues as issues is that, to tell you 
the truth, they're not much of an 
issue with me, personally. I 
suppose they would be more 
important to me if I were female, 
but I'm not, so it's not. To truly 
have something be an "issue" to 
you, you must be _ personally 
involved in the situation in 
question. This is why gay rights 
are an issue with me. Same thing 
with censorship. 
rights, 


equality or what-have-you are 


Womyn's liberation, 


decidedly non-issues with me. It's 
something that I feel should just 
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be, and at times I'm surprised 
when it isn't. 

It might be my own situation 
that's given me this viewpoint: I 
work in an environment which is 
about ninety per cent female, with 
a collective agreement that strictly 
enforces no discrimination on the 
basis of sex (or sexual orientation 
for that matter, but that's fodder 
for another column). I just don't 
see the need for a strong push 
toward womyn's rights. 

As well, I find it next to 
impossible to approach people as 
either male or female, unless I'm 
attracted to them. People are 
people to me -- and _ hanging 
around the gay community, I've 
discovered that inside a person, 
where it counts, male as opposed 
to female is pretty much an 
arbitrary difference.
